During  1953,  production  "by  months  showed  a  fluctuating  change  from  the 
same  months  of  1952.    During  January,  February,  April,  May,  June,  August, 
and  September,  output  registered  gains  over  a  year  earlier  ranging  from  a 
low  of  3  percent  in  January  to  a  high  of  33  percent  in  August,    During  the 
remaining  months,  declines  from  a  year  earlier  ranged  from  1  percent  in 
November  to  a  high  of  50  percent  in  July*
